The two prinéipal féderal la-
bor laws with' child labor pro-
visions, he sald, are the -Fair
Labor Standards Act (Federal
Wage and Hour Law) and the
Walsthaley Public Contracts

"The restrictions against ‘use
of oppressive child labor are
written into the laws to pro-
tect the lives of our youngsters
and to safeguard their heaith
and well-being,” Elrey said.
